- satisfaction of the court by affidavit that a fair
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and impartial trial cannot be had in such county,
in which case the court before which the cause is
pending may direct the person accused to be tried
in some adjoining county where a fair and im-
partial trial can be had; but the party accused
shall be entitled to a change of venue but once
and no more. oo
SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
